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Preliminary budget aired, discuss utiiity undergrounding

All Sierra Madre City Councilpersons nodded 
in agreement when the statement of the prelimin¬ 
ary budget was made Tuesday evening: “There is 
no such thing as a final budget because of the 
changes over the past few years. This is a prog¬ 
nosis, not a history.” And in the public hearing, 
they accepted the preliminary budget unanimously. 

City Administrator Jim McRea spent the first 
half hour of the regular City Council meeting dis¬ 
cussing the intricacies of the budget which appears 
in summary form accompanying this story. 

McRea said of the $72,000 which is represented 
by the Proposition A Vi-cent sales tax returned 
to the city, the cigarette tax, franchise, property 
transfer, et cetera, “This ($252,000) represents the 
largest contribution to the general fund.” 

Plans trip to Sierra Madre 


Of the subventions, which are locally collected 
taxes handed to the state, then returned to the town, 
he said, “This year’s portion that was returned 
equaled $252,000. Last year we received $715,000 
and the year before, nothing.” Last year the motor 
vehicle tax which includes the registration for cars 
was removed from the incoming budget, he added. 

The total projected amount for the general fund 
is $2,417,634, and added to the sewer fund amounts 
to the total of $2,445,634. Last year’s total was 
$2,000,076. 

McRea summarized the budget to show that 
the revenues equaled $2,445,634 while expenditures 
are $2,643,578. 

The city should collect $3,701,334 in taxes 
and fees. The grand total of expenditures expected 


is $3,258,211.

Howard Jarvis, author of Proposition 
36 on the November ballot, claims that 
his Initiative will throw a life-saver to 
property taxpayers who are about to 
“drown” from future Increases in local 
government cost Increases. 

In reality, what proponents of Proposi¬ 
tion 36 are throwing is a cement life- 
saver to a swimmer In shallow water. The 
“life-saver” will make it worse, not better, 
for the majority of property owners. And, 
besides, we don’t need to be saved. At 
least not by what Proposition 36 proposes 
to do. 

The measure Is unfair. It will give tax 
rebates to those who purchased homes 
before 1977 and are currently paying the 
lowest taxes of any homeowners. The ma¬ 
jority of us In California, who purchased 
after 1977, will pay a little more. 

In 1976, Proposition 13 helped over¬ 
burdened property owners. It was fair 
because it spread tax relief equally among 
all homeowners. 

Mr. Jarvis says his Prop. 36 will 
“save 13.” What his latest proposition 
will really do is widen the gulf in taxes 
paid by neighbors living in similar homes 
next door to one another. You win a prize 
only if you purchased prior to 1977; you 
lose If you didn’t. 

Tax rebates proposed by Prop. 36 
would be taken from local and state 
i government and from public education. 
More than $500 million would be taken 
from education. 

“At a time when we are on the road 
back to reforming education,” says State 
Superintendent of Public Instruction Bill 
Honig, “Proposition 36 is a body blow to 
our reforms — it will set us back and 
stifle the new momentum we have gained.” 

Prop. 36 goes way beyond property 
taxes. It would require an election any¬ 
time a government agency tries to in¬ 
crease a fee. If a library, for example, 
were losing money and wanted to raise 
the fine by two cents for overdue books, 
a city election would have to be held. You 
can begin to see how politicians and 
campaign contributions would creep into 
matters such as user fees. 

On top of that, Prop. 36 would give a 
minority control of our cities. Using the 
same election example, it would take two- 
thirds of the city’s voters to approve that 
increase in overdue book fines, according 
to Prop. 36. One-third, not the majority, 
would control local improvements. 

Taxpayer associations, chambers of 
commerce and other organizations which 
supported Prop. 13 have raliied in op¬ 
position to this new proposition. 

On Nov. 6, vote “no” on Pro¬ 
position 36. 


Lung Assn, 
opposes Prop 41 

From L.A. County 
Lung Association 

Due to its concern for the pubiic 
health, the American Lung Assn, of Los 
Angeles County opposes Proposition 41, 
the initiative on the Nov. 6 ballot that 
would reduce public aid and medicai 
assistance programs. 

According to Dr. Hans Einstein, pres¬ 
ident of the American Lung Assn, of Los 
Angeles County, the Christmas Seal 
agency opposes Prop 41 because it wiil 
adversely affect the population served by 
the American Lung Assn. “Many of the 
respiratory patients that we are currently 
helping with our respiratory equipment 
loan program wouid be devastated by 
such action,” Dr. Einstein said. 

If this proposition passes, aid to de¬ 
pendent families may be cut by 60%, 
foster care by 50%, medi-cai by 35% 
and family planning may be cut by 90- 
95%. 

“If such reductions occur, the health 
and welfare costs of the county will 
greatly Increase because of the shifting 
of the funding of these services from the 
state to the counties,” Dr. Einstein said. 
“If this happens, the health care for these 
people would be greatly jeopardized and 
would pose a significant, health threat to 
the entire community.” 

The American Lung Assn, urges 
everyone concerned with the health of the 
community to vote NO on 41.

There are al¬ 
so 1,000,000 children 
and 586,000 parents on 
Aid to Families with De- 
pendent Children 
, (AFDC) who are affect¬ 
ed. All of these would 
either be cut off Medi- 
Cal altogether, or have 
their medical services 
drastically reduced. 

The measure will re¬ 
sult in a 60% cut in 
AFDC grants. A mother 
and 2 children now re¬ 
ceive $555 a month, al¬ 
ready under the poverty^ 
level. Their income 
would be reduced to

along with silk and cotton, one of the finest 
of fabric fibers. 

Wool has a high tensile strength (a single 
fiber sustains a dead weight of 15 to 30 
grams; this compares with 5 to 28 grams for 
silk and 2 to 8 grams for cotton). Wool is 
elastic — it will stretch almost a third more 
than its length before breaking. Being a poor 
conductor of heat, it is probably the finest 
of warmth retaining fabrics. And wool absorbs 
very little moisture (unless it has been chemical¬ 
ly treated to do so). 

Add to this the fact that wool is quite 
resistant to mildew unless allowed to remain 
damp over prolonged periods of time, that it 
does not injure easily in the presence of acids 
in their more dilute forms, and that it has a 
great affinity for dyestuffs, and you have a 
truly “miracle” fabric. 

To get the most out of wool, here are a few 
simple rules to follow: 

1. Brush at reasonably frequent intervals, 
especially before wear. This will delay 
absorption of soil, particularly body 
oils. 

2. Air woolens out from time to time. 

3. Dry clean frequently. This is not only 
a hygenic practice, virtually eliminating 
necessity of above two precautions, but 
also acts as a moth preventive measure.

phased in under new, mandatory federal regulations 
by the Environmental Protection Agency. 

Two elements of the population will be affected 
negatively by the changeover: those people using 
kidney dialysis machines and fish that are kept in 
an aquarium or pond. 

For dialysis patients, the problem is not related 
to water consumed by the patient but rather the 
water used in the dialysis machine. 

Fish hobbyists and restaurants and markets 
with live fish tanks have a real problem since the 
newly-treated water will kill all fish. 

Water used for both of these purposes could 
be treated with a dechlorinating agent or the water 
could be passed through an activated carbon filter. 
Aside from the two affected groups, water treated 
with chloramines is expected to be cleaner-tasting 
and more pure. 

The change is being made to ensure that levels 
of trihalomethanes (THMs) in water remain well 
below federal standards. THMs, found to be car¬ 
cinogenic when consumed in large quantities 
over long periods of time, are formed when 
chlorine reacts with natural organics in water. 
Chloramines do not tend to form high levels of 
THMs. 


Sometime after 1985, however. Metropolitan 
will lose more than half its share of Colorado 
River water and will begin delivering more water 
from the state water project. Project water con¬ 
tains significantly higher levels of organic material 
and the potential THM problem is much greater 
than when that water is blended with low-organic 
Colorado River water as is usually done now.
